merchant In hia bazaar, Ho drew 
sermons that have outlasted the 
centuries. 
Our Lesson's first example 
of 
this is a quotation from the petu- 
lence of children at play. They 
had made a mock wedding, with 
pipes playing; and their 
fellows 


did not respond by dancing. Then 
they had staged a make-believe 
funeral, but the others did not 
beat their breasts In mourning. It 
seems as If noting they could do 
would satisfy 
others—an 
early 
lesson upon the futility of trying 
to please everybody. 


You Can't Please Everybody 
Two sharply 
contrasting pro- 
phets were in the 
public eye— 


John, the stern and hairy ascetic 
of the desert; and Jesus, the gon- 
. ial town man, who ate and drank 
with the people and shared their 
festivities and talked wlnsomcly 
about God as Father. Like the un- 
responsive children at play, the re- 
ligious leaders rejected both; the 
hermit-like John because' his stern- 
ness seemed to them demon-pos- 
session; the sociable Jesus, 
be- 


cause he acted like other folks. 
In a word, nobody can 
please 
everybody. The person who tries 
to do so is in for, .unhappy hours. 
.Be yourself—your, best self—and 
speak the word of truth that is 
given you. Then, come blame fir 
come praise, be at peace. 
"Men heed thee, love thee, praise 


thee 
not; The 
Master 
praises, what are men," 
Jesus moved In a maze of mis- 
understanding. They even called 
him Beelzebub; but He went right 
on with His work as usual. The 
best answer to criticism Is con- 
sistent continuance In one's own 
appointed way. 


A Large Life With Little 


As we contemplate this human 
figure of Jesus, trudging the dusty 
roads of Galilee with a rather un- 
kempt group of followers; pausing 
for wayside halts or sleeping In 
the open—doubtless bandying .jests 
With His companions 
and 
re- 
counting the Incidents of the day— 
enjoying a good meal when one 
was to be had, and cheerfully din- 
Ing on bread and water when the 
days were lean; ever on the look- 
out for services to the needy, we 
are Impressed with the meagreness 
of His equipment. Jegus had no 
organization, no "home base," no 
financial support 
in • reserve. 
It 
was Just His life and 
personal 


power confronting the world.

There is a deep understanding 


of life which is greater than the 
wisdom of books and schools. This 
is the basic truth of democracy, 
with its supreme trust In tho com- 
mon people. 


We muse over tho Master's words 


in our Lesson, wherein He thanks 
the Father "that Thou didst hide 
these things from the wise and un- 
derstanding, and didst reveal them 
unto babes." This saying was aim- 
ed at the prldeful scribes 
and 


Pharisees, and was meant for tho 
comfort of all tho humble souls 
who saw tho Father in the Son. 
Simplest saints are often more dis- 
cerning In spiritual things than 
tho professionally learned. Wise 
men have

books about Jesus; but plain folk

Him as He Is. 


Tho Yoke-Making Carpenter

One recent writer has pointed 


out that the great mistake in all 
old-age pension schemes is that 
they plan to withdraw the elderly 
from all labor; whereas the aged's 
real need is for useful work that 
will sweeten the declining 
years.

BERLIN — (Correspondence

The Associated Press) — German 
military 
observers 
have 
been 


raising the question whether the 
British Isles, after 900 years of 
isolation, can be invaded by a 
foreign army. 


Many believe It Is possible. 
Taking up the battle cry of 


Adolf Hitler that "there no long- 
er nre any Islands" in war, they 
declared that 
since the World 
War Britain has become part of 
the continent In a military sense. 
Germany's air force has been 


one weapon that has changed 


the possibilities and shape of war 
between Britain - and Germany. 


In tho Nazi view, air raids on 
the Firth of Forth and Scapa 
Flow prove that even the most 
distant tip of Britain Is vulner- 
able to air attack. Germans say 
that this, in turn, has helped 
give Germany naval domination 
of tho North Sea because the 
British sea forces 
have 
been 
driven to cover by the 
aerial 


warfare. 
Therefore, they conclude, Brit- 
ain has lost her Insular position, 


A recent military analysis of 


the war In the Deutsche Allgemo 
Ne Zeltung discussed the ques- 
tion of an invasion of England. 
"There Is no divine law that 
an enemy may never again step 
on this Island (England) of the 
'chosen' people," the 
newspaper 
said. 


"The possibilities of an Invas- 
ion—a thought so often consid- 
ered by experts with mild laugh- 
ter—can change surprisingly fast.

NAVARRO COUNTY FARMERS 
PARTICIPATING IN CONSER- 


VATION PROGRAM 


The following Item concerning 
terracing and 
soil conservation 
was furnished by officials of the 
local CCC camp, which majors 
In such activity: 


Farmers 
In Navarro 
county 
who are participating in the soil 
conservation program realize the 
necessity 
for 
terrace mainten- 
ance. 
Several terrace mainten- 


ance demonstrations were 
held 
recently In this county on farms 
co-operating with the soil conser- 
vation service. 
New methods of 
maintaining 
terraces, 
advocated 
by the 
soil conservation 
camp 
technicians have convinced farm- 
ers in this 
area that 
proper 
maintenance Improves the shape 
of the terrace and Increases the 
watfer carrying capacity of tha 
terrace channel. 


Local farmers agreed that the 
success of terraces depends large- 
ly on proper maintenance 
and 
farming practices. 
A field once 
terraced Is not necessarily com- 
pletely stabilized nor 
will ter- 
races 
hold their 
proper 
shape 


under 
continuous 
cultivation. 
Terraces 
require 
considerable 
care 
and 
attention, 
especially 


during the first year before the 
soil has had time 
to become 
thoroughly settled. 
All terraces 
that are cultivated should 
be 
plowed at least once each year, 
and the soil thrown to the em- 
bankment. 
In this way 
the 
height of .the terrace Is main- 
tained and the terrace 
channel 
broadened. 


The most desirable practice of 
cultivation on terraced 
land is 
plowing and planting of crops 
parallel to terraces 
By plowing 
parallel to the terrace and regu- 
lating the location of dead fur- 
rows and back furrows terraces 
can be maintained and cross sec- 
tions Improved 
and preserved 


•with a more desirable 
slope. 


Maintaining terraces consists of 
breaking one land from the top 
of the terrace ridge to the ter- 
race channel and an equal dis- 
tance above the terrace channel 
The land is plowed out, leaving 
the dead furrow In the terrace 
channel 
and pushing soil Into 
the embankment. The other land 
extends from the upper side of 
channel to the top of tho ridge 
of the next terrace above, thus 
joining the fields together. 
The 


dead furrow In this land falls 
between the terraces. The slopo 
on the lower side of the plowed 
'terrace 
should 
blend 
smoothly 


•with tho natural ground surface. 
Tho following year the practice 
Is the same except that the dead 
furrow Is moved one or two feet 
above the previous location, vary- 
.ing the width of land. 
Rotating 
the furrows will help to avoid 
the formation of a ridge above 
the channel and will tend to wid- 
en the terrace channel- 


Results 
of terrace 
mainten- 
ance demonstration held on the 
R. M. Hudnall farm, one mile 
•outh of Chatfleld, using a disc 
plow, has shown an Increase of 
63 per cent In the water carry- 
Ing capacity of the terrace chan- 
.nel. Also the shape of the ter- 


race has been considerably 
Im- 
proved by converting the ridge 
terrace Into a channel type. 
Strip cropping used In combi- 
nation with terraces Is also 
a 


aluable aid In terrace mainten- 
ance. Strips of close-grown crops 
placed directly aboe the terrace 
channel offers protection against 
silting. 


If the proper method of plow- 


Ing and 
contour 
cultivation 
Is 
practiced, terraces may usually 
be maintained with little or no 
additional work.^ •
